The news spread that the church's 
Idol had received a call, and it was 
generally conceded that it was pre- 
liminary to his leaving the place ou 
account of having received a refusal 
from Beatrix Severance.

Transferring Picture* To Wood. 



A great many of the pauel 
lures which serve as interior decora- 
tions, and which have so frequent 
ly been admired for their artistic 
beauty, are first transferred 10 the* 
wood from ordinary iliust ration 

The process is simple and can be 
doue by most any hoy or g*rl of or- 
dinary intelligence. Poplai wood 
is regarded the best for the founda- 
tion, as its surface is even after 
being planed and it is not so porous 
as pine and is therefore less liable 
to absorb the varuish. 

Select any picture that fancy may 
suit, say, for instance, a land* 
or niariue scene. Clip off the su 
perfluous portions around the edges 
and lay it upon the hoard, leaving 
about an inch margin all around on 
the board. When the pictun 
transferred this margin may be 
gilded or stained, which gives the 
picture Ihn appearauce of being 
closed in a frame. 

The board must be thoroughly dry 
and smooth, and free from knots 
The surface should then be gone 
over with a coating of copal varnish, 
evenly laid on 

The picture to be transferred, 
first having a c re to see that 
creases or wrinkles are in it, should 
feft placed ou the boa id upside 
down — that is, with the face of the 
picture to the board Having 
complished this much, the board 
and the picture should be put fti 
to dry, and securely covered with 
some light stuff to prevent the dust 
from settliug ou it. 

The drying should not be forced 

• rtiflcial means, such as placing 

near a fire, as il is liable to blister 

and destroy the effect of the picture. 

Let. it remain in this condition 
until it is thoroughly dry; then with 
a fine sponge slightly dampened 
with wa^er go slowly over the back 
of the paper. 

The paper will come ofi' 
leaving the picture upon the wood. 
With a box of paints a boy or girl 
may thus have a handsome picture 
that will last for years.

I try to comfort 
their broken hearts, at the same 
time to soften their desolate 
lives. Every day, I am finding new 
and terrible cases of isolation, pover- 
ty, sorrow and despair . Help ! 
Help ! Send me everything you 
can, I shall acknowledge you any 
gift, every cent will be useful, aad 
later on, if you have answered my 
call, I shall write an open letter in 
these pages to tell what I have done 
with your American offerings. I 
should be very grateful to the Am- 
erican deaf papers to insert this ur- 
gent appeal.

The Board of Directors of the 
California Association of the Deaf 
met in the chapel of the School for 
the Deaf, at Berkeley, October 1 r , 
1914, at 10 a.m. 

On invitation a large number of 
the older pupils were present. The 
invitation was extended to them be- 
cause many of them will, in a year 
or two, leave the school to go out 
into the world, to begin their own 
battle for existence, and it was 
thought a good plan to acquaint 
them with the workings of the As- 
sociation, so that they might find 
in it a friend and be willing to be- 
come a useful member when the 
opportunity offered. 

The Directors present were :— 
Joseph J. Gabrielli, Isadore Selig, 
W. S. Runde, J. W. Howson, J 
Norton, Kpssuth Selig, M. I. Aron 
son. Absent : — Mrs. Alice Taylor 
Terry and Oscar H. Regensburg, 
(deceased). 

K. W. Lohraeyer rose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege and moved 
that, on account of lack of time, the 
minutes of the previous meeting and 
special session be dispensed with. 
The motion was duly seconded. J. 
W. Howson amended the motion 
that the Directors be intrusted to 
condense the reading of the minutes, 
omitting minor details. The min- 
utes as amended was then put to 
vote and carried. 

President Williams then proceed- 
ed with his report. He said that he 
had received a letter from a pro- 
minent deaf man in New York, stat- 
ing that the Empire State Associa- 
tion of the Deaf and the New Jersey 
Association of the Deaf were not 
prosperous, because they had no 
special aim. On the other hand the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Ad- 
vancement of the Deaf and the New 
England Association were in a flour- 
ishing condition, because these or- 
ganizations had a definite object— the 
maintenance of their homes for their 
aged and infirm deaf He suggested 
that the California Association of the 
Deaf should have some similar object 
in order that the organization might 
be kept together. For the present 
there was plenty to' do to engross the 
members, chiefly the coming Pan 
ama- Pacific Fair, which is to be 
held in San Francisco in 1 915. But 
after this was over something else 
would have to be done, if there was 
to be lasting good accomplished. 

In view of the fact that Principal 
L. E. Milligan had come out openly 
in favor of the Combined System of 
educating the deaf, the President 
suggested that the Board should 
support him in his policy and that 
it would redound to their credit to 
do so. 

He stated that the Club Amopola 
of Los Angeles, was gradually 
coming interested in the State As- 
sociation, and that the members 
thereof had agreed to set aside one 
evening each month for the purpose 
of discussing Association matters. 
This action on their past encouraged 
him greatly. He wished for co-oper- 
ation and good will, so that prosperity 
might always stay with both organ- 
izations. 

In the matter of the appointment 
of a successor to the late 1st Vice- 
President, Oscar H. Re*c» 
the President said, that hv 
with the suggestion of Director Alice 
Terry, that it would be a fitting 
cognition, if the Board would c< 
der the elevation of W. : 
the position, as a small token of ap 
preciation for his work on the ( 
mittee of Five, Industrial Kxhibit 
and Publicity Bureau, etc.

Possum Corners. June, 14, 1914* 
Editor Journal: — A couple of 
weeks ago my good friend and fellow 
frater t Mr. Gib, of Chicago, sent me 
a postal. There is nothing strange 
in this. Mr. Gib sends ont a good 
many postals and more letters still, 
to all sorts and conditions of Frats. 
ia all in his day's work, but the 
more he sends ont, the more the boys 
like him. I am no exception. 

In this postal Mr. Gib asked me 
to get the Volia Review for May, 
read an article in it by a certain Mr. 
Jerry Pierce, and then go off into 
the corner and make vigorous re- 
marks in the sign-language. I used 
to take the Volia Review. But two 
years ago I quit the bad habit, just 
as I would quit taking some bitter 
stuff that would make me feel of no 
use to anybody except the under- 
taker every time I tasted it. So I was 
unable to oblige Mr. Gib by reading 
this article at once. 

But yesterday I borrowed the ma- 
gazine from a neighbor and read Mr. 
Jerry's article. I did not go into a 
corner and make remarks in the sign- 
language, as suggested by Mr. Gib. 
Instead, I made some vigorous re- 
marks in English and am now put- 
ting the printable ones among them 
on paper. 

Now I happen to know a Mr. J. 
Albert Pierce, and I have reason to 
believe that he and Mr. Jerry Albert 
Pierce are one and the same. He is 
a semi-mute. He is a fine lip-reader. 
He entered the Possum Corners 
School in 1899 to study and practice 
1 eading. After a year he quit. 
He was then fourteen. I think he 
then went to the Northampton 
ool for a year to study still more 
lip-reading. His papa had plenty 
of money and could afford it. I lost 
sight of him for a time, but a year 
or two later I was shown a letter 
written by him in which he spoke 
of himself as going to the High 
School in his home city, Leadville. 
He did not say so, but I could read 
between the lines that had he been 
obliged to depend wholly on lip- 
reading he would have been as com- 
pletely lost as Mr. Gib or myself 
would be were we in a London fog 
with no friendly hand to guide us. 
His classmates, he wrote, were very 
nice to him and helped him by let- 
ting him read their notes of lectures 
and recitations. It is something 
that any smart deaf-mute with the 
brains, will and wish, could have 
done even though he could not read 
a single movement of the lips, and 
as was done by Dr. Dougherty at 
Washington University, and by Mr. 
Theodore Grady, Mr. James W. 
Howson and other smart deaf-mutes 
at the University of California. 
I did not see Mr. Pierce again un- 
908. I was coming home from 
Denver, where Mr. William Grape- 
gush Bryan bad just been nominated 
for the third time, to be presidential 
candidate of my friends Dr. Dough- 
erty, Mr. William C. Ritter, and 
other staunch and true Democrats 
in Chicago, Ole Virginny and else- 
where. Mr. Pierce recognized me 
and introduced himself. He was 
then a young man of twenty-two. 
We spent the two hours' trip from 
Denver to Possum Corners in a fin- 
ger spelling chat. I found him very 
bright, very nice and very compan- 
ionable. He had studied pharmacy 
at the University of Denver and also 
at the sity of Iowa. He 

since graduated from both, I think, 
and is a expert pharmacist or, as he 
calls himself in his article, an " ex- 
pert chemi^ 

I met him several times since then. 
His father had given or left him 
plenty of money and he had opened 
two drag stores is Denver and was 
doing well. Last summer while in 
ver I met him again and he told 
■ie was thinking of going to 
York and studying the art of writing 
plays. He had plenty of money 
and was not dependent on his stores 
for his living. I advised him to 
forget it. A deaf man, no matter 
how bright, misses the million and 
one j irks, twists and turns of 

i speech that make up a 
character in a modern play, and that 
a man like David Belasco or Mr. 
Augustus Thomas picks up through 
the ear every waking minute of the 
day or night. I advised Mr. Jerry 
to try scenario writing. He said 
that be had already done so, but bad 
not sent any to the big movie com- 
panies. What success be has since 
met with either as a playwright or 
scenario writer I do not know, or 
whether he is still in Denver or has 
been in New York. But I have seen 
it stated that only one in one thou- 
sand scenarios submitted is accept- 
ed. Playwrights have a still harder 
row to hoe, because more is demand- 
ed of them. 

So much for Mr. J. Albert Pierce 
personally. I have tried to make it 
plain that he is a very smart, a very 
nice, and an altogether likable and 
decent young man, whom it is a 
asure to know.

I doubt he has ever attended one of 
their gatherings — their picnics, re- 
unions, club meetings or social ga- 
therings. I doubt he has ever visit- 
ed the deaf in their shops and work- 
places or in their homes. As a re- 
sult, there is scarcely a paragraph 
in his article that does not contain 
a misstatement or untruth, however 
unintentional 

Even the opening paragraph be- 
trays Mr. Pierce* s inaccuracy. The 
idea of a deaf-mute colony was not 
proposed a decade and a half ago, 
but fifty years before Mr. Pierce 
was born, by a deaf-mute gentleman 
named Mr. James Ploumoy. Again, 
I doubt that the Supt. of the Pos- 
sum Corners School, or the level 
headed Supt. of any school ever said 
that he " found it a mighty hard pro- 
position to find something for his 
boys to do when they finished school 
I doubt that this Supt. ever said to 
Mr. Pierce or any one else that " they 
go out into the world filled with high 
hopes, come into contact with a few 
of its rough spots, and then quit — 
discouraged." If he did, he made 
statements that he cannot prove. On 
the contrary, it can be proved that 
there are fewer quitters, in propor- 
tion, among the deaf than among the 
hearing. 

Further, neither this Supt., nor 
in fact any Supt. , regards it as his 
business or duty " to find something 
for his boys to do when they finish 
school." Most of the boys live too 
far away. A nice letter of recom- 
mendation is about the most that 
this Supt., or any Supt., will give 
them. As a matter of fact, also, 
most of the boys during vacations 
and while still pupils find work at 
some trade or other in their home 
towns. They have thus paved the 
way for steady jobs on leaving school. 
Nor can I recall a single boy from 
the Possum Corners School in the 
last twenty-six years who has be 
come a quitter, merely because he 
"came into contact with a few 
rough spots" of our working day 
world. There have been a few dere- 
licts, but these owe their fall to booze 
and vicious habits. Even many of 
the dullards have good jobs and are 
valued and respected workmen be- 
cause of their steadiness and good 
character. In fact many of these 
deaf and-dumb-deaf-mutes — to dis- 
tinguish them from the " speaking 
deaf" — are better citizens and are 
living more decent and useful lives 
because the good Lord permitted 
them to become "dummies," and 
thus obtained the training of their 
school, than might have been the 
case had they been blessed — or curs- 
ed — with hearing and grown up into 
loafers and toughs, untrained to 
regular and industrious habits. 

Speaking further of "quitters," 
I am reminded that sixteen graduates 
of the Possum Corners School have 
entered Gallaudet College. Of these 
three were " speaking deaf," as Mr. 
Pierce calls them. The rest were 
"deaf and dumb." Ten became 
graduates of the College. That is 
an unusually high proportion. Two 
are still at college. In the bunch 
two only were " quitters" as stu- 
dents and were expelled or suspend- 
ed. Both were * 'speaking deaf." 
The idea is that mere deafand- 
dumbness in itself does not make 
one a quitter. The yellow streak is 
inborn and will appear whether the 
unfortunate possessor is deaf or 
hearing. The chances of its not ap- 
pearing are in favor of the deaf, be- 
of their school training. 

Another paragraph that betrays 
Mr. Pierce's ignorance, not only of 
the deaf but of life in general, is his 
jrd " analogy" of twin brothers, 
one deaf, the other hearing. The 
father, he says, is a lawyer, and legal 
talent runs in the family. The hear- 
ing boy in Mr. Pierce's "analogy" 
becomes a lawyer, but the deaf bro- 
having been put in the shoe- 
shop in the school, becomes a cob- 
bler, opens a shop, and in view of 
his brother's high rank in life be- 
comes envious, unhappy, and dis- 
couraged. 

Ye gods and little fishes 1 
Does not at the outset the intelli- 
gent lawyer-paps go to the Supt. 
of the School and say: " Well, Supt. 
here is my boy. He comes of good 
stock. His ancestors were lawyers. 
You can see for yourself that he is 
a bright lad, It is a rotten shame 
that he is deaf. What do you advise 
it his future occupation ?" The 
Supt. would very likely reply: 
fall, Mr. Lex, we will givt nim 
the vtxy best education our school 
affords. Meanwhile it is our rule to 
put each and every boy at some 
tarde and at the same time teach 
him regular and industrious habits. 
We teach printing, carpentry; shoe- 
making, and several other trades. 
We will put him at the one for 
which he shows the most tear] 
We will teach him the use of tools, 
and more still, teach him to WOKK. 
Then when he graduates he can go 
allaudet, and there he can fit 
himself to become a chemist, archi- 
tect, surveyor, or for whatever 
salon he has the most apitude. 
Or with your " pull an enter 

the civil service of the government." 
In fact, Mr. Pierce's absurd ana- 
logy has no basis in real life. On 
the contrary there are many fat 
where the deaf- and dumb-deaf-mute

Or how many marriages of ' * speak- 
ing deaf ' ' with hearing persons he 
can mention in proof. For every 
one such couple, it will be possible 
to mention ten, where " speak iug 
deaf * ' have inter- married. I believe 
it can also be shown that there are 
more divorces and separations among 
mixed couples, where one partner is 
a hearing person. 

But the crowning absurdity is the 
statement that the deaf look upon 
life more earnestly than the hear- 
ing ; that they mature mentally at a 
younger age ; that life to them does 
not have in it the freedom from care 
and self-consciousness that does 
much to produce the happy child- 
hood of tne normal boy and girl ; 
that their FACES show the struggle 
taking place between their inherited 
characteristics and their bodily in- 
sufficiency : and so on ad naseam 
and ad rideam. 

Well ! Well I Well ! Ichgegiggle I 
Ich geschnickerf I have no other 
comment for such Mephistophelean 
metaphysics. The wonder is how 
Mr Jerry Albert Pierce, having 
spent just one year at a Combined 
System School, another at a ne plus 
ultra school — and both before he 
reached the ripe old age of fifteen 
summers — and during all the years 
after that, twelve or thirteen, seeing 
the deaf only from a very great dis 
tance, should have envolved all this 
profound wisdom concerning the 
psychological earmarks of his 
"tribe." A still greater marvel is 
that this magazine, which professes 
to be the purveyor of accurate in 
formation coneming the deaf, should 
publish all this smelly rot. 

Lastly there is no "new style" 
of the deaf. The German schools 
have been producing Mr. Pierce's 
"new style 1 ' for one hundred and 
thirty-six years. The Italian schools 
for a century, and those of France, 
by government edict, since 1880, but 
the deaf have always been and will 
everlastingly be the same old type, 
there, here and everywhere. The 
speaking deaf will continue to use 
speech more or less as they would 
have done, oral method or no oral 
method ; the " deaf and dumb " will 
continue to fall back on gestures, 
and pen and paper, and all of them, 
"speakers" and "non-speakers," 
will continue to flock together and 
find solace and mental stimulus in 
the good old sign-language, no mat- 
ter how much they have been oraliz- 
ed and restored to society while at 
school. So far from speech and lip- 
reading affording the solution of the 
deaf-mute problem, in those coun- 
tries I have named, there are many 
more unhappy, discontented, dis- 
couraged "dummies " than in sign- 
ridden America, and the question of 
the dependent adult deaf and what 
to do with them is many times more 
acute and burdensome there than 
here. 

The impression produced by Mr. 
Pierce's article upon the uninitiated 
hearing reader is bad. It is wicked- 
ly harmful. The truth is, that the 
deaf as a class are happy, courageous 
and hopeful. If our entire popula- 
tion possessed these virtues in a like 
degree, our ninety odd millions 
would be getting much more real 
value and pleasure out of life than 
they are doing now. As one small 
but significant proof of this conten- 
tion, I would call attention to the 
advertisements in any issue of the 
>'.nal concerning ball*, bazaars, 
picnics, excursions, outings, etc., 
arranged by the deaf of Greater 
New York alone. These advertise- 
ments betoken happiness and pro- 
sperity and a keen appreciation of 
the good things of life in a marked 
degree, and I always read them with 
great satisfaction for this reason 
alone, if for no other 

I also see that the Litetary Digest, 
to which I happen to be a subscriber, 
quotes Mr. Pierce's article extensive- 
ly. The Digest numbers its readers 
by the hundred thousand, readers of 
a high order of intelligence, and 
these, knowing no better, will take 
Mr. Pierce's utterances for gospel 
truth and imagine the deaf to be 
cross-eyed misanthropes, and the 
living embodiment of the dolorous 
1 of the dolorous hymn, "By 
the rivers of Babylon we sat down 
and wept," sung by the captive 
tribes of long ago. This untrue, 
distorted notion of the deaf will 
them more harm than all the im- 
postors captured by Cadi Howard's 
squad of Sherlock Holmeses could 
have done in a hundred years.
